The following matter is reported for whatever action you 
may deem appropriate: 


Captain Qe Master of the SS MORMACPENN, 
Official No. 259541, visited the Consulate General on 
June 23, 1904 to ask if there remained any U.S. Government 
interest in reports of Unidentified Flying Objects. The Master 
was told that we had no recent instructions, but would forward 
a summary of his information to the appropriate authorities, 


Captain SQM (who did not have his log book with him) 


stated that in early June, while approximately 600 miles NW 
Asuncion Island, he, Second Officer aneneacniieamanian: and 

Third Officer SR, «sighted an Unidentified Flying 
Object overhead. Upon arrival at Asuncion Island, where the 
vessel called outbound from Port Canaveral, tne Captain attempted 
to report the matter to the local U.S. Air Force installation, but 
was unsuccessful in establishing contact with any personnel there. 


The SS MORMACPENN is due to arrive in Boston mid-August, and 
the Captain and his two officers may be debriefed at that time if 
the Air Force, should it still have an interest in UFO reports, 
wish to secure more details.
